or form. At lint the thing was amusing, Trotter and *1 


enjoyed It extremely. But before we bad traveled five miles I 
was In a nervous agony, and felt as If I would scream aloud 
every time the name of Maury was pronounced. Thus we pro¬ 
gressed, and tbe leaden clouds above us, and around ns, poured 
down their burden In unending torrents. “ Dr. Trotter,” said I 
rather pettishly, " don’t you think wo are the dashedest pair of 
foola In America, to go partridge-hunting on a day like this!’’ 
Wbat Dr. Trotter would have answered will never be known for, 
at that moment, passing through one of those Immense Helds 
on tbe James, left bare by the^‘frampof two armies, I saw a 
covey of birds rise lir a body, sail gently and leisurely across tbe 
road not fifty yards ahead of us, and alight In an open stubble 
where not a bush protected them from downright slaughter. In 
the coarse of my hunting I have witnessed this thing several 
times; I have seen quails rise In a bevy during a heavy rain, and, 
flying to an open space, alight. My Idea Is that they seek such 
places, preferring them to the heavy grasses where they have not 
only the falling rain, but the dripping of the heavy grasses upon 
their plumage. In this instance they, no doubt, were going 
out to feed, having been delayed by tbe weather, and preferring 
the stubble to the heavy wet weeds whence they flew. I marked 
the spot to a foot, and Trotter likewise. The guns were under 
the seats, boxed. The vehicle was baited. Out tumbled men, 
dogs, and gun boxes, I getting under the wagon to protect 
the contents of the box. Poor Trotter was perfectly frantic. 
With gun box spread wide open to tbe rain in the sandy road, be 
was Jerking and snatching about, upsetting and bedraggling his 
whole equipment.

The dogs dashed and plunged wildly, shak¬ 
ing off tbe rain, bnt evidently having no more sense of smell 
than cast Iron doge. The birds had no doubt run or squatted 
under our feet, and thoroughly wet, would not fly. By the time 
I had cast back and forth once or twice, Trotter, still In a hur¬ 
ricane, came hurrying through the weeds, hallooing to wait for 
him, as If afraid I would get ahead of him, and Leon having 
tied the horse to a cedar tree on the road-side, came sailing from 
the other direction. Imagine the effect of all this on dogs Just 
starting out. As Trotter came running up, a bird sprung from 
under bis feet, and came directly toward me. He never paused, 
but threw up his gun, covering me at not over twenty yards, but 
Providence Intervened; I fell on my face. The shot sped over 
me. Of course he missed tbe bird. I rose to one knee and dropped 
him, for the poor little wretch was not only frightened to death, 
but so wet that he flew like a rail. 

Trotter, trembling all over with eicitement, swore he didn’t 
shoot In ten yards of me; that be would not do It again, etc., 
etc.; but seeing the general craze and wanting to take revenge 
on something, I made for a dog and gave It a sound drubbing. 
Going for tbe dead bird I almost trod on a second which sprung 
up and sped away straight for the carriage. Trotter, although 
the bird was fairly mine. Jealous lest I score two to his nothing, 
swung up bis gun before the bird was out of the grass. Seeing 
the position of the vehicle not forty yards distant, I roared, 
“ Hold, man I You’ll kill tbe horseP’ It was too late. He saw 
It all as plainly as I did, for not a blade of grass Intervened. 
“ Flash, bang 11” went the gun, down came the bird. The horse 
plunged, reared, swung back on the baiter until It snapped, and 
fell, snorting, on bis side. It was a pretty squally looking 
moment. Leon at that moment presented a picture of blank 
amazement and benumbed horror I shall never forget. Trotter 
had the expression worn by tbe boy that throws his ball Info the 
china-press, while his mother Is running for the slipper. 

The horse, that had fallen by losing bis balance when the 
halter snapped, rather than from the shock of the wound, 
scrambled to bis feet again and with bead and tall np, snorting 
the blood from bis nostrils, struck out across tbe field at a 
gallop.

What became of the covey none of us knew. We were In little 
humor for renewing our search. Once more In the vehicle we 
determlued to go on as we were not far from the house of a 
friend. Wet to The skin we lifted In our wet dogs, and cold and 
dispirited by the incidents above, pursued our Journey. A good 
fellow who bad been my father’s conrler In the service was keep¬ 
ing bachelor’s ball near our destinailon. When be beheld us 
at bla door be regarded us as a party of escaped luoatlcs, but we 
were made heartily welcome. The open fire place was fed with 
treab logs. Maury was snugly stabled, and notwithstanding his 
wounds, pitched Into bis provender gaily. Oeff plunder was 
spread out to dry In the house. Our square bottle coma forth 


from Ito hiding place. We laughed at our misfortunes and 
snapped our fingers at the. storm without, as the white steam 
Moee frorn everything until our asylum resembled a Chinese 
laundry. Toward mid-day the rain abated. The murky clouds 
began to move and shift, the prospect for clear weather seemed 
not quite so desperate as It had been, and at last when Trotter 
and 1 got a glimpse of the sun for about one minute looking like 
a tarnished nickel in a mud puddle, hope and energy revived to 
that point that we hurried Into tbe house, donned our shooting 
clothes and started for the fields. Poor Leon who was delicate 
at best, and who, besides the horse horror, bad brought no change 
of clothing, bad gone to bod while his clothes were being dried 
out, and declined to go. 

Our host, after trying to dissuade us, assuring us we would 
have rain harder than any that bad yet fallen, saddled bis horse, 
and accompanied us to show us one or two coveys whose haunts 
he knew. We took our two best dogs, locking the other brace 
IQ a corn crib whence, until we were far away, we heard nolBee 
that wore enough for a pack of fox-bounds. 

Passing the barns and straw stacks and reaching a beautiful 
field and orchard near the river bank, we were informed that a 
grand covey ‘'used” there. 

Wilson,” said I, “I advise you to gallop hard when tbe dogs 
stand, for Trotter prefers large game. He’ll shoot your horse as 
sure as you live.

Wilson, anxious to avail himself of the lull to look after some 
farm matters, pointed out with bis whip tbe haunts of no less 
than six or eight coVeys, told us he would have a hot meal for 
M at sundown, that we might return early, and bade us adieu. 
We were soon wet as sponges up to our waist, and the luck was 
bf^ enough to dispirit anybody. Our brave dogs cast 
about io vain. First one spot, then another was 
closely searched,but never a bird was moved. But on we tolled. 
Meanwhile the rain began afresh. We reached a spot near the 
river bank, where, owing to a depression In the Held a wide em- 
baiikment was thrown across the opening to prevent overflow 
during high water. Willows skirted the banks and alders and 
blackberry bushes overgrew the embankment; a path led us 
•cross. Moving in Indiia flle, our guns tucked under our arms 
at a secure, thedogs trotting behind us, my heart leaped within 
me as a whirr and roar went up all about our heads, almost In 
our faces, and a splendid covey burst away from almost under 
our very feet. Making no effort to shoot I rushed across to the 
®®® “’® settling out In the field upon 
the ditch bank that ran to tbe spot where we flushed them. One 
or two turned up or down the stream, but the body of the bevy 
were completely at our mercy. Trotter had wheeled and dropped 
a fine cock that doubled over bis bead and was now on the fur¬ 
ther side of tbe ditch. We proceeded quietly now. He and the 
dogs had setUed down to their work. “Now, my good friend,” 
said I, let us not waste shot either on the dogs, each other, or 
the same bli>l. This will repay us for mueh of our toll. Those 
turning to my side the ditch are mine. Those turning to your 
side are yours. Every bird will quarter In tbe effort to regain 
the river bank.” Ah I bow true It was. How delicious It was. 
In ye olden tyme ” so much talked of, In a rain like that, wet 
powder, wet guns, wet cape, foul barrels, foul tubes, and all 
that would have knocked our sport into a cocked hat, but the 
glazed shell came out from tbe canvass bag fresh as daisies and 

dies Irm” had come for those birds. If we had not bad any dog 
It would have been all right. We could kick them up from the 
briers. But now the dogs began to smell. Old Henry took the 
sandy bottom of the ditch and trotted along between us, now 
stopping with bis head to the right, now stopping with his head 
to tbe left, and Bruno upon Trotter’s side picked them up with 
the precision of a chronometer. Not more than three rose to¬ 
gether. Oftener one; sometimes two; all struggling around us 
as predicted; nearly all falling before our murderous glances. 
The thick smoke settled around us, and we waded through It in 
the grass,so heavy was the day. A torrent fell while we were at 
this work, but what was a torrent then! It was Just what we 
wanted for It made the blrdssettle again whenever, for any cause, 
we failed to bring them down.

“At your old tricks, eh I” screamed I.’ “ Now do watt until 
we finish with these and then you may have a flock shot on the 
ground at the grunters.” 

We killed probably twelve or fourteen of that covey of birds. 
Following tbe river until we reached tbe point where the hills 
run down to It, we skirted tbe woods on the hillside on the home- 
wardcourse. At intervals along these woods points of depres¬ 
sion occur, which extending down toward the flats, pass In be¬ 
tween the hillsides. It la along these that the birds are to be 
found. It was one or two hours before we saw another bird, 
but coming past one of these points, both dogs struck the trail 
where birds had left the woods and run down the ditch bank. 
Was ever a prettier eight vouchsafed to mortal gaze than that of 
two dogs trailing side by side! First a quick cast about, then a 
lively trot, then a slow pacing movement, as they near the game. 
Then a stiff, measured walk, as, with head up, and stralolng eyes, 
they see the birds running ahead. Then they drop flat as they 
behold them huddled together, watching these strange visitors, 
and all tbe while they are quivering from bead to foot with mad 
excitement, still repressed. Ob, brother sportsmen, how do you 
feel St such a moment! Did you ever have the chilly feeling 
down your back or bear the thumping of your own heart? I did, 
and I'm sure Trotter did, for be was too good a fellow to try 
to shoot me under other circumstances. Once more we took our 
sides of tbe ditch. Once more we drove the leaden messengers 
with effect, as deadly as before, and onr victims, baffled by our 
poslUoo between them and their covert, flew almost 
Into our faces or postponed destruction bnt for a mo-

llie “ Widgeon’s” Wandeiliigs in Salt aud Fresh Water.

CHAPTER II. 

Laxlly we walcbed the sun dip below the horizon, and the twi¬ 
light shadows gather and deepen around us, as wo lay and smoked 
while tbe full-orbed Sommer rooou rose In radiant majesty flooding 
the beautiful landscape with Us mellow light. Insensibly our 
talk grow lower and more aerlous, and from diacussloglbe merits 
of rod, canoe and gun, we fell Into a sort of general argument on 
the wonders and beauties of nature, from that to remlnlscencea 
of places we had visited, and authors we bad read, Constable gave 
ua a little description of a few months’ sojourn In Cairo, where 
be bad been on a painting excursion, and amused us mightily at 
his accounts of the tricks of the Egyptian donkey boys. Harlow 
did hlmseU credit by telling ua of bis life In Paris, where, M a 
student, be bad taken up bis abode lu the Qiiarller Latin and 
wound up bis recital by giving ua one of tho jMfft chatuont of 
that famous locality, the first verse of which I remember, ran In 
this way:

ViveL'amonr. 

York, whaup to this time bad kept silence, got up, knocked 
the ashes out of his pipe, lighted and adjusted tbe anchor 
lamp, came aft again, and stood by the wheel. “ Boys,’’ said he 
“look at that moon I Do you know 1 think it must have been in 
the glow of a night like this that the Bard of Avon wrote:_ 

“ -The moon shines bright—In such a night, when the sweet 
wind did gently kiss the trees, and they did make no noise- In 
such a night Troilus, methinks, mounted the Trojan walls and 
sighed his soul toward the.Oreclan tents, where Cressida lav that 
night,' ” 

•’Good for you Tom,” said I, “I had no Idea that you were 
such a rbapaodlst.” “Come fellows,” said our captain's voice, 
“all bands turn in, we have to he ou deck early In the morning' 
and we had better get to bed betimes. The “Widgeon” can take 
care of herself to-nigbt, there will be no necessity of keeping 
watch.” In a short time all was still, and the yacht's crew were 
far away In the land of dreams. About four in the morning I 
came on deck and found a nice steady five knot breeze blowing 
fair and square up river. “All hands on deck” was the cry, and 
Id a short time the anchor was up, tbe sails set, and we were lay¬ 
ing our course In good style. During the morning we rounded 
to at the mouth of the Jemsey river, a small stream that con¬ 
nects the waters of the Grand Lake with the St. John river. 
Here we determined to anchor the yacht and have two or three 
days’ esnoeing on the lake. Next morning we launched our 
canoes, of which we had two, and started on a vojsge of explora¬ 
tion. Constable and myself stsrted first, and after an 
hour's hard paddling, found ourselves gszing over the 
broad expanse of the lake. This sheet of water la about thirty- 
five miles long, and la navigable Its entire length for steamers 
and schooners of moderate size. It is well settled, snd the farms 
along Its banks are very productive; the pasturage Is excellent; 
and beef of a good quality Is raised. We skirted the lower edge 
of tbe lake, and coming lo a natural canal we e.-cplorcd that, and 
after a paddle of two or three miles found ourselves on another 
lake called the Maquaplt Lake. Thla Is a noted favorite resort for 
geese and ducks, myriads of these birds resting here on their 
northern and southern flights. We hauled our canoe up and a’c 
our lunch, after which, while I took a stroll Into the woods in 
search of any small gBmo that might be induced to stay still long 
enough for me to have a shot at It, Cuostable Improved his time 
by msking some sketches of the scenery, which certainly was 
worthy of being transferred to the artist's canvas. I returned la 
a couple of hours with several trophies of my marksmanship In 
the shape of squirrels, etc.,which we decided to bring back to the 
yacht with us, and cook. The declining sun warned us that we 
muat bead our cauoe homeward, and after a long and wearisome 
paddle, we at last came alongside tbe “ Widgeon,” where we 
found the rest of the crew waiting dinner for us, aud growling at 
our tardiness In striving. The boys In the other canoe bad gone 
across the main river, and bad explored tbe neighboring woods 
where they bad tbe good luck to come upon a covey of par¬ 
tridges, of which they bagged five. They bad some slight com- 
puDctlona of conscience, but they consoled themselves with the 
thought that It was almost tbe first of September, and that no- 
bddy would ever know of their having transgressed the game 
laws. Constable and I gave them a chaffing for their unsports¬ 
manlike behavior, but took a band In demolishing the birds'all 
the same. The next day was Sunday, so, like good ChrleUnDS,we 
staid on b^ard the yacht all day and amused ourselves as best 
we could. Harlow made a proposition that day that ma¬ 
terially altered our plans, and derided us on cutting short 
our river trip. Ho suggested that we “up slicks’’ In the 
morning, and bear away for home, and as soon as we 
could get ready take the yacht on a salt-water cruise. “ For,” 
Bsid he, “ this sslling on a river la all very well, but It don’t suit 
me. I want to get outside, where we are not afraid of running 
aground If we happen to let the yacht go a few feet too far on 
a tack. Let us go down tbe bay as far as Eastpert, and come up 
on tbe Nova Scotia side. We can makes month’s trip of It, and 
have all the sallorlng we want for one season.” We all eagerly 
agreed with him, aud the next morning we wore off. We had 
an uneventfal voyage down the river, the only variety being an 
occsalonal' grounding when we ventured too near the shore, 
which proceeding called forth any amount of pulling and haul¬ 
ing on tbe part of all bands, and growling comments from our 
skipper that “ when we get her out on the hay there will be no 
such foolishness as this.” The trip down consumed all the day 
and part of tbe night, and as we had to wait for tbe tide to serve 
to get through tbe fslls. It was Tuesday noon before we had tbe 
Widgeon moored. We made everything snug, colled down the 
lines, partly unbent and triced up the fore and mainsails, and 
stepped ashore, leaving tbe yacht as trim as a man of war. We 
decided on starting down the bay just as soon as we could 
get victualled up and ready lo all respects for a more ambitious 
cruise than the one from which we bad just returned.

Of all the breeds of dogs which were held In high estimation 
by oar forefathers, the greyhound Is undoubtedly the most pop¬ 
ular lu the present day. Its utility as a provider of the means 
of snort may cerWlnly not be as extensive as It was formerly; 
but the greyhound s ill exists In Us old capacity of the 00“™'' » 
Indispensable companion; and has not, like the 
found Its vocation gone. It must not, however, be Imaging 

that even lu former days the grey bound was to be found In very 

large numbers throughout the country, for stringent laws were 
passed which probiblUd those beneath a certain aUtlon In life 
DOSseEsing this breed of dog. Such an edict was publish^ In 
She relgn^of King Canute, and severe penalties wbre Inflicted 
upon those who set them at defiance. u a 

This la by no means the first mention of the greyhound, early 
as the date Is, for the existence of dogs which hunted by sight 
and not by scent. Is mentioned by Arrian, who Is also known by

dinner." The same authority Informs us that the Isle of pog® 
now converted to the great purpose of a commercial retotvolr for 
the WesJ India shipping, derived Its name from being the recep¬ 
tacle for the greyhouuds and spaniels of Edward lU. 

Naturally enough, there have from time to time been many 
crosses Introduced Into the greyhound before It could.ta brought 
to the pitch of perfection which It has reached In the present 
dsv. Amongst the most enterprising breeders of there or earlier 
times may be mentioned the nam^of Lord Orford, who Is thus 

alluded to In the “Sportsman's Cabinet”: 

“There were times when he-was known to have fifty bre®® 
greyhounds; and as It was a fixed rule never to P"' a 

whelp till he had a fair and substantial trial of his s^ed, he had 
evident chances (beyond almost any other Individual) of having, 
amongst so great a nun\)>er, a collection of very superior dogs, 
but so Intent was he upon this peculiar objectot attalnmwt, that 
I he went further In every possible direction to 
' and Introdnced every experimental cross, from the English '“rebM 
i to the Italian greyhound. He had strongly Indulged an Idea of 
r a successful cross with the buUdog, which be could never be dl- 
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the name of the younger Xenophon. What the precise class of 
dog was to which he refers, cannot now bo discussed; but the 
fact remains undisputed that dogs existed In the second century 
which hunted by sight, and tide Is one of the characteristics of 
the modern greyhound. From the frequent reference, moreover, to 
this class of dog In the writings of all sporting authors from the 
most remote periods. It Is evident that greyhounds were slways 
the popular dog with sportsmen; and It la further noticeable that 
they were employed In the capture ot animals qjher than hares 
In those days. The wolf and the wild boar were both hunted 
with greyhounds, who must presumably have been both larger 
and more powerful dogs than those of the present day, or they 
would hive been unable to have coped with euch powerful I 
Ab a proof of the value eet upon KreybouodBy It I 0 rcmar^ble 
that prior to the filgnlng of Magna Charta by King John we learn 
that the deetmetton of a greyhound wae looked upon ae an act 
•* equally criminal with the murder of a fellow man. * We are 
further informed that greyhounds were ‘‘frequently Uken In 
payment as money by the kings for the renewal of granU, and In 
the satisfaction of floes and forfeitures.One fine paid to King 
John In 1*208 consisted of 500 marks, ten horses, and ten leashes 
of greyhounds; another, seven years later, wae one swift run¬ 
ning horse and six greyhounds. 

One of the most ancient, and at the same time most hack¬ 
neyed descriptions of a greyhound is that given by Juliana Beni- 
ersin “The Book of St. Albans,’* to which work reference has 
beenmade in the first chapter of this book. The doggerel, how¬ 
ever, may be of interest to many who have not seen it in ezt^nso, 
and we therefore give It at length, for their edification: 

“ TUB PROPBETIB8 OF A OOOD OBBHOUNDl. 

‘A grehuundo shold he heeded lyke a snake, 

And Dcckyd like a drake; 

Footed like a calte, 

Tayliyd lyke a ralte; 

Byded lyke a teme, 

And ebymyd lyke a beme. 

The fyrdt yere be must Icroe to feed; 

The second yere to feldc him lede; 

The tbyrde yere bo is felowo lyke; 

The fotutb yere there is none syke; 
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It to a spare and bare kind of dogge (of fleshe but not of bone); 
some are of a greater sorte,and some of a leEaer, eomeare smooth 
skynned, and eomeare curled; the bigger are therefore appoyntod 
to hunt the bigger beasts, and the amaller rerve to hunt the 
smaller accordingly.” 

Dr. Cains also alludes to another variety of dog, the description 
of which contains several polnta which are identical with the pe¬ 
culiarities of the greyhounde. The following to the manner In 
which It to alluded to by Dr. John Cains: 

“Thlsklndeof dogge, which pursuetb by the eye, prevayleth 
little, or never a whit, by any beneflte of the nose that to by 
smelling, boteicelleth In pereplcnltle and sharpnesre of sight alto¬ 
gether, by the virtue whereof, being singular and notable, It 
hnnteth the foxe and the hare. . . • Our countrymen call 

this dogge Agaseum, a gazebounde, because the beames of his 
sight are eo steadfastly settled and onmoveably fastened. These 
doggss are much and usually occupyod in the northern parte of 
England more than in the southern, and In fealdy landee rather 
than in bushy and #oody places. Horsemen use them more thau 
footmen, to the Intent that they might provoke their horeee to a 
awlft galloppe (wherewith they are more delighted than with the 
pray Itselfe), and that they mygbt accuitome tbeyr horse to leaps 
over hedges and ditches without stoppe or stumble, without harme 
or haxzard, without doubt or dauoger, and io escape with aafe- 
gatd of lyfe. . . . But If It fortune eo at any time that this 
dogge take a wrong way,ihe master making some nenall eigne and 
familiar token, he retnrneth forthwith, and taketh the right and 
ready trace, b^lnnlng bto cbace a fresh, and with a clear voyco, 
and a awlft foot, foUoweth the (tame with aa much courage and 
nImbleoesM as he did at the first.” 

From there quotations It would certainly appesr that In the 
time of Dr. Cains the dogs Used for hare hunUng and for stag ot 
deer hunting were different animals, the more powerful breed bfr- 
Ing styled grehoundes, and the so^ler gacehouods. It la alw 
highly probable that, as ths occupation of ths former disappear^ 
the two varietlee bacame amalgamated once again, and formed 
the corneratone of the existence of the modern greyhound. 

The aeoompanylng engrevlng to ot Interest as reprerentlng the 


vested of; and after having persevered (In opposltton to every 
opinion) most patiently for seveo removes, he found hlmrelt in 
the possession of the best Greyhounds ever yet known, giving the 
small ear, the rat tall, and the skin almost without hair, together 
with that Innate courage which the high-bred greyhound should 
possess, retaining which Instinctively, he would rather die than 

relinquish the chase. ., . .v v . 

•' One defect this cross to admitted to have which the poacher 
would rather know to be a truth than 'b® sportsman 
wonld come willingly forward to demonstrate. To the former It 
to a fact pretty well known that no dog has the sense of smelling 
In a more exquisite degree than the bulldog; and as they run 
mnte, they, under certain croesee, best answer the mldnlghy)ttr- 
poses of the poacher In driving hares to the wire or net. Grey¬ 
hounds bred from this cross have therefore aome tendency to run 
by the now, which. If not Immediately checked by the 
they will contlnne for miles, and become very destructive to the 
game In the neighborhood where they are kept, If not under con¬ 
finement or restraint.” .V .r, , mv 

The beat of Lord Orford’s etreln were purchased by Col. Thorn¬ 
ton on the death of their breeder, and thus found their way from 
Norfolk to Torkahlre. Here they did not seem to be able to sus¬ 
tain the reputation they had gained In their own country, for ex¬ 
cept upon “ the low, flat countries below the wrtds,” their *b®" 
cees was Inferior to the expectations formed concerning toe™. 
However, we are told that ‘‘ It was nnanlmously agreed by all the 
eportamen present, that they ran with a great deal of ®P®*E™® 
exertion, and alwaya at the bare; that, tboogb beaten, they mo 
not go In, or exhibit any symptoms of Inrchlng or waiting to HU. 

These quallflestlons—pluck and endurance—were no toubt toe 

result of the bull cross alluded to above, which Lord Orford ^ 
Introduced Into hli atraln some generatlone before. With refei^ 
ennee to the compllmeut paid above to the bnlldog’arenre of 
amell, wo confoaa ourrelvos to be at variance with the writer, for, 
though toe laat to deny the bulldog the poeaeeatOD of any a^l 
at all, or to clasa him with many leaa tnteUlgent braeda of d^, 
wo do not, after conalderable experience of toe varle^, 
hla powen of acent are by any meana of toe hli^ieat order. The 
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cbief obJectioDS tb«t we p«noDall; staonid expect to flod In the 
bulldoK cron ere, flnt, e deficiency of tpecd In ihe enlmala lor 
aeveral generetlooe; end, secondly, Ihe existence of bnll blood 
even In this diluted form would, we Imagine, be very likely to 
make the puppies both hot-tempered and headstrong, which are 
moat naturally undesirable characteristics In a greyhound. Our 
own personal experience of the bulldog cross Is very limited, for 
It la confined to that of a gentleman interested In conrslng, who, 
about the beginning of 1877, availed himself of the services of 
our bnll-terrlers, Tarquln and Ballust, for some of his greyhound 
bitches. He has not, unfortunately, granted us permission to 
divulge his name, as be desires the experiment to remain a secret 
until the progeny appear In public. If any ever do appear. He 
voltes ns, however, that so far be Is “ more than satisfied with 
the resnlt," and that be considers the acquisition of what be 
terms " a new heart” will materially benefit hie strain In days to 
come. The whelps we saw were only the result of first crosses, 
and for the most part resembled the greyhound far more than 
the bnll-Ierrler side of tbelr family, though a peculiarity In one of 
them—a daughter of Sallust, who himself was perftetiy level¬ 
mouthed—was that abe was undershot to an extent which we 
have rarely seen equaled in any class of dog. 

Though the work of a modern greyhound Is not of so arduous 
a description as that of Its ancestors, his staying powers are often 
sorely tried. Two essential qualifications are, therefore, nec¬ 
essary In a good greyhound—we allude to stoutness and 
speed. Even If a dog be much faster than bis antagonist, 
be will probably be beaten in his course If be lack 
courage and stamina; and it is far better, therefore, to 
trust the stout than the speedy dog, though It Is highly 
desirable, rare though the acquisition of both virtues Is, that 
speed and stamina should be combined. A very fast dog from 
the slips is not usually a great stayer; and though he may lead 
hla rival and score a few points In the earlier portion of the 
course. It is more than likely that he will die away all to nothing 
If the bare la a good one, and bis opponent knows his work. 
Stoutness and stamina, although not Identical, resemble each 
other In this respect, tbat they both depend upon the amount of 
courage possessed by the greyhound; and therefore one of the 
chief cbaracterlsllcs of a good greyhound Is a sufficiently deep 
and wide chest. In an animal where speed Is so essential, too 
great a width of chest would be detrimental to bis success In the 
field; but a narrow-chested, shoulder-tied greyhound would have 
equally poor chances of winning courses In any company. As 
In the race horse, so In the greyhound, as much space Is required 
for the due exercise of the heart and lungs as will not detract 
trom the animal’s speed. The neck, too, is an essential point 
to a good greyhound, which Is often Injured by the introduction 
of bull blood. The comparative length which is required to 
help the dog to pick up bis hare stands a very good chance of 
being obliterated by this cross of blood; for though the neck of 
a bulldog may be moderately long In comparison with tbat ani¬ 
mal’s size. Its length Is far less than that of a greyhound, and 
Its girth Is quite out of all proportion to It. 

Before alluding to the principal modern breeders and exhibit¬ 
ors of this class of dog. It Is necessary to allude to the difference 
of opinion which exists on the subject of the shape of a grey¬ 
hound’s feet. Dame Juliana Berners was most derided In her 
views, as she emphatically laid It down that the greyhound was 
to be "footed lyke a catte.” This formation, bowevert bae sev¬ 
eral enemies amongst later breeders, many of whom prefer the 
long or hare-shaped foot. In fact, more than one authority 
on greyhounds bas expressed himself unable to decide upon this 
subject; and a coursing mao of some position remarked to us, 
” I think I like the cat foot best, but I have owned good dogs 
with hare feet.” For our own part we are certainly In favor of 
the cat foot, though we should be loth to discard a dog In com¬ 
petition, If be were good In other points, merely because he did 
not possess' this shaped foot—provided always that the hare feet 
were not splayed out, and were In good condition. 

As the following chapter will be devoted to coursing. It will 
be only necessary, before passing on to a description of the mod¬ 
ern greyhound, to mention the' names of some of the principal 
exhibitors on the bench, who may or may not be In the habit of 
using their dogs In the field as well. It Is a somewhat remarka¬ 
ble fact that greyhound classes rarely fill well In the south of 
England, though at several of the northern shows—Darlington, 
for Instance—they are one of the chief features of the exhibi¬ 
tion. This may accounted for by the fact tbat coursing men 
do not care to show their dogs as a rule, and tbat the best per¬ 
formers, on their withdrawal from training, are valuable for stud 
purposes, and so never get Into the possession of exhibitors who 
are not coursing men. There are, however, some grandly-shaped 
greyhounds shown In vaiions parts of the country, and the only 
regret Is tbat their number Is so limited. 

By far the most successful show-dog from the years 1873 to 
1880 has been Lauderdale, who Is the property of Mr. Tom 
Sharpies. As this dog Is the subject of our colored plate, due 
attention will be paid to him and his performances later on. 
Hr. Tom Swinburne's Marigold, too. Is a bitch who has done her 
owner good service on the bench, and Mr. Fawdry’s Ada Is an¬ 
other which Is near the top of the tree. Sister Mary, Dreaded 
Falcon, Mr. Waddlngton’s Doctor, Mr. Bearpark’c Game Cock. 
Mr. Sharpies' Queen Bertha, and Mr. J. H. Salter’s Amethyst 
and Fair Rosa, have each and all of them made a reputation. 

Host of the principal exhibitors and greyhounds having thus 
been alluded to, a description of the points of the greyhound 
must be given, as In the cases of other breeds. We will proceed 
by describing— 

Ttu Head.—Should be wide between the ears and fiat at the 
top, with powerful jaws. The latter should not, however, be 
thick or coarse, but should, as regards appearance, seem light In 
substance, their strength depending on the muscles at the sides 
of the head, 

Syf. —Dark and bright. 

Ban. —Small and fine. 

Netk .—Long and muscular, but not coarse, thick, or clumsy. 

SktnMen. —Sloping, and very muscular; loosely set on, so as 
to allow free play of the fore-legs. 

CAsif.—Deep, and rather wide. 

Back. —Square and “ beam-llke,’’ and rather long. 

.Loins.—Very powerful, with considerable muscular develop¬ 
ment. 

Bort-Ugi .—Set well under the dog, and possessing plenty of 
bone. 

^ss(.—Round, well spilt up, and with strong soles. 

Bind-legt .—Well bent at the hocks, and very muscular. 

Sitrn —Fine, long, and curved. 

Color.—Almost any color Is admissible In a greyhound, but 
the most n^ are black, red, white, brindle, fallow, fawn, blue, 
and tite various mixtures of each. 

The subject of our colored plate is Mr, Tom Sharpies’ Lauder¬ 
dale, whose measurements are as follows:-Nose, to the joining 
on of neck, llj Inches; girth of skull, 15 Inches; girth of snout, 

8 Inches; length of neck, from joint to shouldprs. Hi Inches; 
girth round neck, 15i Inches; length of back, 95i Inches; girth 
of foredeg, 6i Inches; girth of thigh, 104 Inches; girth of chest, 
804 Inches; girth of loins, 31 Inches; length of tall, 814 Inches; 
weight, 07 pounds. Lauderdale was whelped 1869. and was bred 
by Mr. W. Lowry, by Ewasdale, out of Spendthrift) tEwasdale, 
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Meg; Spendthrift, by Csnaradzo, out of 
opeculatlon. canaradro, who won the Waterloo Cup In 1860, 
ra*^n Scotland Tot. Lauderdale died March 29, 

IB»U, hla death being a severe loss to greyhound breeders through- 
out too country.

Early History of the Breybonnd* 


If for sylvan sports thy bosom glow,

The history of the greyhound and that branch of the chase for 
which be Is employed, owes much to tbe classic writings of 
Arrian, the younger Xenophon, In bis an imitation 

of the elder Xenophon's treatise De Ffenatton<f, and supplying 
the lacuna of that work In the particular branch of the chase 
technically known as coursing. The manuscript of this import¬ 
ant production appears to have lain rusting la the library of the 
Vatlcao for many years after its discovery, Its neglect being sup¬ 
posed to result from Us bearing the name of Xenophon, for It la 
asserted tbat on Its accidental discovery, no attention was 
directed to it from an assumption of Its being the edited work of 
the elder Xenophon instead of another composition by a writer 
assuming a similar name. 

According to Manvacns, Rigaltius conceived the Idea of editing 
It together with the ^criptoru de Re Accipitraria et de Cura Can- 
um,* but tbe publishers objected unless a translation were given 
In Latin, which was subsequently furnished by Holstein.t But 
with Henry Stevenaf rests the honor of having ilrst published 
commentaries on parts. Besides these are Blancsrd's Amsterdam 
edition of 1683, the Oxford Universlly reprint of 1817, and tbe 
famous English translation issued In 1831, by “ A Graduate of 
Medicine." A French translation, with critical notes and dls- 
eerUtlon,, Is reported to have been published In 1801, by Mone. 
Gall, of Paris, but the entire edition Is supposed to have dlsap- 
peered. The English copy above mentioned ii far from common, 
there having been so few as 250 printed. 

Ariiao waa a citizen both of Athens and Rome, and flourished 
In the early part of tbe second century. He waa bom of an hon¬ 
orable family at Nlcomedia, a city of Blthynla, presumably In the 
reign of Domltlan; he held the office of Prleet of Aree and Pros¬ 
erpine, which waa never conferred but on persons of distinction 

In tbe preface of hie work on coursing, he remarks on the omis¬ 
sion In the works of the elder Xenophon of tbe “ Celtic Breed of 
Dogs,” as he designates the greyhound of ancient times, which 
he attributes to Ignorance of the breed rather than to negligence, 
and In proof of which assigns two excellent reasons, namely, (t) 
tbat the nations Inhabiting that district of Europe wore unknown, 
except tbe parte of Italy occupied by the Greeks, and those with 
whom they had commercial Intercourse by sea. And (2) that he 
wae unacquainted with any other breed of doge resembling the 
Celtic In point of awlftnesa, as evidenced by those words: “What¬ 
ever bares are caught by dogs become their prey contrary to the 
natural shape of the animal,”or “accidentally.” “ Because,” ar¬ 
gues Arrian, “ If be bad been acquainted with the Celtic breed, 
I think be would have made the very same remark on tbe dogs: 

‘ Whatever hares the doge do not catch at speed, they fall of 
catching In contradiction of tbelr shape, or from some accidental 
circumetance.* For assuredly when greyhounds are In good con¬ 
dition, ancr of high courage, no hare can escape them; unless the 
county preeeut peculiar obstacles—either a covert to conceal her, 
or a deep hollow ditch to break the course, or favor her escape 
while out of view of the dogs.” 

From the specific name of Oraim^ or Grtecus, bestowed on the 
greyhound by Linnseue and others, originated tbe erroneoue be¬ 
lief that the breed waa known among tbe early Greeks; but any 
such opinion Is satisfactorily negatived by Arrian, who maintains 
that bla lllustrioua namesake of Athena waa unacquainted with 
It, or any similar breed, and aa he did omit mention of such in 
nis Cytiegettciu, It la only fair to presume irwas by reaaon that It 
bad never come under hie notice. Grewbound, grewnd, gral, and 
gray’bound all indicate a supposed connection witb Greece, Orea 
often being used by Douglas and Lyndsay for Oratk, but for all 
this there are many eminent etymologists who refuse to believe 
the Celtic hound was known to tbe ancient Greeks. 

The etymology of the term greyhound baa been aa puzzling to 
tbe student of canine lUeraturo aa that of Vertragu* waa to the 
Latin commeutetora. Oar Eagllah writers have Indulged In a va¬ 
riety of changes more confounding than charming. Thus: Robert 
de Brunne and Dame Berners apell it grrhounde\ JunlUB, grai- 
hound\ and Lord Berners, grayhounde; Chaucer, the great father 
of Euglleb literature, ffrriAunda; Geener writes It ^rewAownd; Har- 
rlugtoo, and others, grtvmd : 

And even as when the greedy grtumd doth kill the sllUe hare 

Amlddee the plaino ana champion flelde, wlthont all covert bare. 

Skinner considers Its derivation to come from tbe Anglo-Saxon 
grighuud, and hints that It might bare been adopted from tbe 
ebsae of tbe badger or grey; a suggestion too bold to be enter¬ 
tained. 

Oatehound has been regarded aometimes aa a better reading, 
from the dog’s habit of following hla.game bv sight or gaze, 
Instead of aa other hounda by scent. Dr. Cains, in deacrlblng 
tbe “ dogge called tbe gazehounde,”doee not appear to confound 
It witb the greyhound, which he treat of quite separately. He 
says: “ This kind of dogge which purauetb by the eye, pre- 

vayleth little or never a wbit by any beneflte of the nose, that la, 
by amelllng, but excelleth In perspiculte and abarpneeae of eight 
altogether, by tbe vertue whereof, being singular and notable, it 
hauteth tbe foxe and the bare. 

“ This dog will choose and separate any beaat from among a 
great flocke or beards, and auoh a one will take It by election aa 
la not lancke, leane and hollow, but well spread, smoothe, full, 
fatte and round; It followea by the direction of the eyesight, 
which indeed la dears, conatant, and not uncsrtalne; If a beaete 
be wounded and gone astray, this dogge seeketb after It by tbe 
etedtaetneaa of the eye; If it chance, peradventure, to return, and 
bee mingled with tbe residue of the flocke, tbla dogge apyetb It 
out by vertue of bla eye, leaving the rest of tbe cattell untouched, 
and after be hatb eat sure sight upon It he aeparateth It from 
among the company, and having so done, never oeasetb nntll he 
have wearied the beaat to death.” 

I .It la plain Dr. Cains did not write of the ganehaund aa Identical 


witb the greyhound, but as a separate variety. It Is to be re' 
gretted, however, tbat the learned doctor should have borrowed 
lor thle dog—as 11 to gratify bla etymological mania—a auppoaed 
affinity to the Agaeatu* of the anclente, which waa a amalLhound 
of beagle character, and directly antithetic to the gaze hound of 
Ihe British Isles. Camden adopts the like error, and Kay, claaat- 
lying It with the CanU VetuUiciu Hagax, dletlngulshes it from Its 

Buppoeed consluillara by the peculiarity of bunting on sight_ 

gut aipeetu ferae imeguitur, ■ ’ 

According to Opplau the gaeehound was a amall, keen-nosed 
hound, about equsl In size to “ the worlliless, pampered domes¬ 
tic table dogs—crooked, slight, shaggy, dull-eyed, " and “ most 
excellent of all for bla nose, and first-rate for training, since he 
Is greatly eagadoua In finding the footsteps of aniniale tbat pass 
along the ground, and moreover, very expert in Indicating even 
the very odor that floats In the atmosphere.” 

The moat likely original word was gre hound, signifying great 
or noble, and this reading Is shared by Mr. Jeaae In bla " History 
of the British Dog,” who bas the following: “ When the word 
grt became obsolete, the like desire which bad formerly bestowed 
tbat title of pre-eminence on this beautiful, majestic, gentle, 
graceful, surpassingly swift and courageous epecles, led to tbe 
unwitting repetition of the deelgnatlon In the sppellatlon 'gen¬ 
tle,’a name reserved in a chivalrous age to noble actions and 
good blood; though In mercantile times, prostituted like the word 
esquire,’to dignify people who have acquired property; blood, 
which la considered so Important tii the breed of both the horae 
and the dog, being In later days thought to be of no consequence 
In man.” 

The term gentle was often affixed to the greyhound’s name, m 
an acknowledgment of Its ancient breed and high lineage. Thus 
Skelton, the poet, writes: 

From when* that mastlfo came 
Let him oeuer confonode 
Tbe BuutU greybouud. 

However obsenre the early history of other breeds, It la not so 
with the gentle greyhound, which la traceable to a very remote 
era; aa far back, indeed, as there exists reliable record to guide 
ua, and while deeper research Is denied us, the embellishment of 
fable strlkea to the very root. “The flret greyhound,” says 
Topsel (translating what Pollux had related of the MkIIossIbo) 
“waa tbat of Cephalns, fashioned by Vulcan from Monealan 
brass, and when ha liked Its proportion be quickened it with a 
soul, and gave him to Jupiter aa a gift; Jupiter gave him to 
Europe, she to Minos, Minos to Procris, and Procrls to Cepbslus.” 

The earliest reliable reconl of the greyhound allots him to 
Gallia, and there can be little question of his Celtic origin, not¬ 
withstanding the attempt of Vlltius to Identify him with the Bel- 
gic and the offensive disclaimer of Savory of Caen!-“ Oalloenon 
hac infamia tangit." 

The following Is a concise summary of the standard of excel¬ 
lence rendered by Arrian; — 

Bare large and soft, so as to appear from tbelr size and aoft- 
nesB as If broken, but erect ears admissible provided they be not 
small and atifl; neck long, round and flexible; rhret broad rather 
than narrow; ehoulderi wide apart, not tied together, hut loose 
and free; lege round, straight, and well Jointed; eidei elrong; 
Mm broad, firm, not fleshy, hot sinewy; up/ier Jlnnke loose and 
supple; lover Jlank* bollnw; hips wide asunder; lad fine, long, 
rough with hair, supple, flexible and more hairy toward the tip; 
AauncAu sweeping, and firm to tbe touch; with regard to tbelr 
lege. If the binder ones are longer than the fore, the greybound 
will run best up hill; If the fore legs are longest, down hill; If 
both are equal, he will run best on the flat. Round and strong 
/eel decidedly best; color of no importance. The hair, whether 
of the rough or smooth sort, to he fine, close, and soft.” 

“The best d^ga,” says oOr author, “are such as are large and 
well put together and resemble bitches In point of suppleness; 
and the beet bitches are those which resemble dogs In spirit and 
muscularity of body.”—CAKiCTACoa.

Mr, Herzberg’s Reply to “1 Breeder.” 

Bkookltn, L. I. 

Eoitor Chicago Field: —Your issue of November 22d con¬ 
tains an article headed “ Mr. Herzberg’a Criticism of Breeder 
criticised.” 

I take It this caption was made In yonr office, aa Breeder be¬ 
gins tritely by calling me “ A .Mr. Herzberg,” which Is quite del¬ 
icate and very caustic. 

I wish to stick to the question at issue, viz., tbe pedigree of 
Emperor Fred,and though a resident of “a distant country,” I 
feel that I know quite as much of tbe subject under discussion aa 
if I had ‘ the advantage of an actual eye witness.” 

I am glad that Breeder has road Don Quixote, but sorry that 
he ahould air his reading by parading allusions tbat literary men 
have long since relegated to the stock Itluatr.Ations .of penny-a- 
Ilnera. 

As Breeder persists in hiding behind a nom de plume, I of 
course, cannot tell whether I am fighting “ a goblin or a wind¬ 
mill;” tbe quotation Is his own, and I give him the liberty of 
classing himself under either name, while I retain the privilege 
of thinking he Is both. 

It aeeme Breeder will gratify the ourlous by giving his name, 
after fifty criticisms are published, fifteen of which have already 
appeared. These criticisms arc replies to Leatherhead’s capital 
articles published In Dell’e Life, and Chicago Field. 

Leatherhead (.Vfr. George Lowel has not noticed Breeder's 
articles, and I should have tellowed his example had I not wished 
to correct one of hie many wild asserllona tbat Breeder calls “ crit¬ 
icisms.” 

Having patience, I shall continue reading the Chicago Field 
for Its other Interesting matter, anil will feel thankful that It la 
strong enough to survive another deluge of such contrasts. 

Aa my knowIe”ge of this subject has been called In queetlon 
by Breeder, I think It due myself to say that for twenty-five 
years I have made dogs a study, and that I have been a breeder of 
setters for many years, the work being for pleasure, not profit. I 
bred St. Elmo, a setter tbat has now tha following beoch-ahow 
prizes: First In puppy class, New York, 1877; special medal. 
New York, 1878; first prize. New York, 1879; special, *250 
Parker gun, 1879, New York; special. $75 Plaque, New York, 
1879; champloD and specials. New York, 1880. Field trial win¬ 
nings; Hampton, Iowa, 1877; and Robbins’ Island, L. I., 1879; 
Nebraska, 1880. I own a kennel of English setters, which la con¬ 
ceded to be second to none. These dogs are half, three-quarter, 
aeven-elghtb, fifteen-alxteentta, and pure Laveracks. 

I am aware that the Llewellln doge have merit even with tbelr 
colley tells, but Breeder errs when be ssys that “no other breed 
has done as much In England or America.” Doctor Rowe, 
Messrs. Smith, Luther Adams and Borges gave the Llewelllns a 
reputation (t) In America, but In England they are unknown by 
such a name, and there la no record of bench shows or field trials 
where a Llewellln was exhibited as aucA.

Editor Chioaoo Fibld; —I aend yon (oHowlag a commaolca- 
ttoD from the Boat of war—partly original and partly taken from 
th 4 local presB of thia Boctlon—in relation to the market flsber- 
men who are defying the law and the oonstablea in Illegally 
taking dab from our lakea. The Syracnae Tima itatea: 

"It la a lamentable fact that the lakea of Central New York 
are raided by lawleaa ganga of ptratei who care naught for the 
lawa or legitimate aport. This la the apawning aeaaon, but the 
placatorlal piratea aeem to be Intent on depleting the watera, and 
loATlng them barren of their duoy populatlona. Tbeae bucca- 
Dcera, for tliey are llltte better, anap their dngeri at the atatutea 
and bid dedance to the offlcera. In not a few Inatancea they 
purane tbeir vocatione armed to the teeth, and threaten to empty 
a charge of lead into any one who interferea with them. 

"The poachere are a bold aet of fdlowa and It la not aafe to 
venture within ahooting diatance, aa they have loaded gone and 
threaten to uae them. Two weeka ago William P. Dodge, of 
Proapect, a etate game conatable appointed under the act of laat 
Winter, made a tour of Oneida Lake and deatroyed about thirty 
trap neta which he found aet In violation of the game law. He 
uaed eome boata from Meaaenger’a hotel livery. That night. It 
la reported, the dabermen, learning of their loaaea, gathered at 
the hotel, armed tbemaelvea with area and deatroyed all the 
boate, to the value of about (400. They have reaet their neta, 
and every night from ten to dfteen dahermen, armed with gone, 
patrol the beach all along the dahlng grounda. They keep a 
man stationed at Caoastota to aend out the alarm if any state 
constable or any other officer starts out for the lake. The dab¬ 
ermen openly declare that they will kill the next game officer 
who appears. They are lawless In their habits, and it is not 
doubted that they will fuldl their threats. One man has thirty 
of these trap nets, worth (40 apiece. If the enforcement of the 
law Is Insisted on, it Is believed that there will be trouble, and 
at the same time It looks cowardly tor the Oneida county game 
association, which started the movement, to back out. 

“On Bkaneateles lake the pirates carry on their unlawful work 
In open dedance of the law. In the vicinity of Glen Haven the 
water Is lighted up at night by a large number of Jack lights. 
The dshermen are rapidly depleting the waters of the doe trout 
for which the lake Is noted. The people living on the lake 
hardly dare say their souls are their own, owing to the reckless 
sets of these nocturnal dshermen. This la a splendid deld for 
some daring officer. 

“The people living In and about the adjoiolog towns have en¬ 
deavored to stock Owasco lake, but the pirates have restated their 
efforts by robbing the lake. Inlet and outlet. If the robbers are 
allowed to continue their work, Owasco lake will never be known 
as a dahlng ground." 

The Rochester Democrat states; “For the last few weeks 
piratical dshermen have been making enormous hauls In the 
waters of Cayoea and Seneca lakes, and as a result, the markets In 
this and neighboring cities have been supplied In almost limitless 
quantities with magoldcent salmon trout, weighing from four to 
sixteen pounds. When Interrogated upon the subject the pro¬ 
prietors of the markets would reply vaguely that they came from 
Michigan, or somewhere In that vicinity, but an investigation 
HRs shown that they are brought directly from Cayuga and Sen¬ 
eca, where they are captured In immense numbers upon the 
spawning beds. The destruction was so wholesale that Game 
Constable Schwartz resolved to devote a little time to its suppres¬ 
sion, and accordingly with one companion, Albert White, he 
started for Hammondsport last Saturday. Arriving at that place 
they boarded a steamer, which was In readiness for them, and 
started out on a cruise after dsbing nets. Their drst catch was 
at Cayuga Landing, where they gathered in ten gill nets, some of 
them less than forty rods in length, and at Eggleston’s Point the 
number was increased by six more, one of them a monster affair, 
seventy feet In length. They then turned and steamed slowly up 
the west side, capturing between twenty-five and thirty nets, and 
arriving at Hammondsport early In the morning. Besides the cap¬ 
tures, nearly one hundred nets were torn up which It was Impossible 
to recover. The weather prevented a repetition of the trip next day, 
and Monday afternoon the two men went to Geneva for the purpose 
of Investigating the waters of Seneca Lake. Bad weather, how¬ 
ever, prevented them from accomplishing anything, and the next 
day they returned to Hammondsport, and at night again boarded 
the steamer and started out on another exploring expedltlou. As 
they reached Two Mile Point several men were seen in boate, lay¬ 
ing their nets, but upon the approach of the steamer they pulled 
hastily to the shore and ran sway. Their nets, five In number— 
each loaded down with magnificent salmon trout—were confis¬ 
cated by the officials, and the steamer resumed its course. It was 
a bright moonlight night, and Ur. Schwartz and Hr. White wore 
standing on the deck engaged In aonverBatlon,when the report of 
a gun was beard on the shore, and a bullet entered the post against 
which Mr. Schwartz was leaning, within two Inchea of his head. 
The lead knocked off a splinter of wood, which struck the gentle¬ 
man over the eye, but beyond this he was not injured, although 
the call was exceedingly close. For the remainder of the trip Mr. 
Schwartz stood guard with a gun in his hands, while Hr. White 
pulled out the nets, and before they reached Hammondsport they 
bad seized twelve nets, and tom up between thirty and forty." 

The Utica fferald says: “ Considerable excitement baa been 
caused by the destruction of nets In Oneida lake by State Game 
Agent Dodge, of Prospect. The fish thieves are endearbrlng to 
get even by destroying the boats used In making the ral'kand the 
property of hotel men living on the lake. It la said that the 
fishermen have armed patrols watching ttelr neta and threaten 
to shoot any game constables who start for the lake." 

The secret of the whole trouble Is that county, town and vil¬ 
lage officials and local game constables around O'qelda lake, with 
but few exceptions, are as deeply Interested in Illegal Ashing aa 
the poachers, and for years have wilfully neglected their duties, 
and winked at the open violation of the law. The people of the 
state are spending money to feed and support the outlaws and 
moonshiners who threaten to ahoot the state officers. It would 
be a just judgment on the sharks to withhold all supplies of 
young fish and allow them to scoop out all the fish within the 
lake, and then starve out the remainder of their days upon Its 
bauks. Gboosb. 


How We Used to Fish. 

Tburavillb, Lawrbncb Co., D. T. 
Editor Chicaoo Finnn:— I received the ChioaOo Fibld for 
Nov. etb, and found It aa usual full of good things, and espe¬ 
cially the extract from Francis Francis' mlacellaneons papers 
entitled “ A Glimpse of English Angling,” by Geo. Elwanger. 
It Is the finest article on the subject I ever bad the good fortune 
to come across-, and having been reared amid such scenes as he 
describes, it makes, as the poet says; 

“ Olilldbood days now pass before ms. 

Forms and scunos of long ago,” 

when the old man might have been seen any day In Summer) 
particularly after an Augnst spat, had left the burn in good 
*ood, and of that rlsb brown or tea oolor eo deaf to the Seattlah 


tront-fisher'a heart, with his trout rod In one hand, and his 
landing net In the other, wending Us way to the crooked B, and 
Jardlnes Fool, two famous pools on the Barbachlaw. 

His rod, always one of hla own make,la three pieces,with splice 
joints, and about twelve feet six Inches long, a hair line about 
twenty-five yards long, and a cast line of eight very fine and 
strong haira of trout gut completed his outfit. (I almost forgot 
hla reel,aod that Indlapenaable adjunct to a trout fisher, his tackle 
book, containing his flies, minnow tackles, swivels, feathers, a 
hare ear for bodies, red and black hackles, and silk of all colors 
for tying that tine qua non of placatorlal success, tbe fly that's 
on the water). 

On reaching tbe water, I think I see him now; bis first act Is 
to take out his book and take therefrom hla cast line and exam¬ 
ine It carefully to see If It is not frayed In any place. If It Is he 
cuts out the bad piece, joins the two ends with a fisher knot and 
ties them down with yellow silk, and places it In water to take the 
kinks out; next he carefully examines hla minnow tackle, and If 
It Is all right, places It In the water to soften. The next thing to 
be done since be is going to fish with minnow, is to get some. 
Nothing very difficult, since nearly all trout burns swarm with 
them. A dip with your landing-net in tbe shallow eddies along 
the side, after having made tbe water muddy above, is all that la 
necessary to procure them. 

Having got bis minnows he don’t care about preserving them 
alive, aa we often do In this country, in still fishing, for basa, as 
all minnow fishing In Scotland is done by casting with the dead 
minnow. He takes some wet moss from the stones and puts In 
bis minnow bag, pots hls'mlnnows in that and fastens tbe bsg to 
one of the button holes of his coat, where It will be bandy. He 
now ties up hla rod, dips It in water to swell the wood at tbe 
joints, runs hla line through the rings, slips on bis cast line and 
minnow tackle, and be Is now ready for the fray. 

To those who have never seen a minnow tackle,a short descrip¬ 
tion of it may not be out of place. It is generally made of from 
three to four hairs of strong trout gut knotted together, and the 
ends tied down with waxed yellow silk. At one end Is a loop 
forlaetenlng to the cast line, in the center a swivel to allow the 
minnow to spin In the water; on the other the old man used to 
tie five hooks known as “Kendal Round bend," and of the size 
known.to Scotch fishers as a bait book. He tied one on the end 
and one alternately on each side, up as far as the lecgt.h of a 
medium sized minnow, which made three on one side and two on 
the other. 

He is now supposed to be ready to put a minnow on; he takes 
one and puts one hook through tbe head,anotber through the back 
fill, and one through tbe tall. In such a manner that It Is drawn 
up a little and twisted to one side to make it spin, on being 
given that magic jerk which Is only acquired by long practice. 

Having put on bis minnow he now goes to the bead of tbe 
pool and just where tbe big rock stands near tbe head he deftly 
throws In his minnow and lets It float down until It gets In tbs 
eddy behind the rock. He lets It float a little below and then 
with two or three slight jerks he causes tbe minnow to spin and 
dart forward close in to the rock. Swish goes tbe line as a big 
trout takes hold, and with that quick twist of tbe wrist familiar 
only to the victor In many a piscatorial struggle, be Is given the 
point of the rod sod securely hooked, and after two or three runs 
op sod down tbe pool be begins to sicken, and the landing net 
transfers him from his “ native element to terra Srma."

Fish in Otsego Lake. 

COOHBKSTOW.N, N. Y. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field :—Otsego Lake has some fish. A 
few days since a six and a quarter pound Otsego bass two feet 
long, three inches thick, seven Inches wide and a most splendid 
example, was taken with a hook baited with a white shiner, by 
Justus Potter. 

At tbe last meeting of the board.of supervisors Eilhu Phlnney, 
chairman of the fish committee, addressed the board, stating the 
number of fish already placed in the lake, and read letters from 
Seth Green, R. U. Sherman. Judge Potter of Ohio, and others. 
Tbe lake is now well stocked with fish and tbe proposition to 
place in it fifteen to twenty miles of gill nets drew forth the 
subjoined opinions: 

Beth Green writes: “ There is but one side for me to take In 
regard to netting Otsego Lake, and that Is against It. If your 
people should pass a law to allow netting for a certain period, 
it would draw tbe fishermen for miles around, and fill your lake 
with nets. Most of tbe fish would find their way to tbe New 
York market, and your people, who have done so much toward 
stocking and protecting your lake, would receive very little ben¬ 
efit for their pains. If you should have an open season for no 
more than two months, they would fish it a.s hard and do as much 
damage as they would in a whole year. If you allow net¬ 
ting, tbe fishermen will Impose upon you In every way. It is 
almost an impossibility to regulate the size of tbe mesh. They 
will use what size they choose. In spite of you. All kinds of fish 
will suffer alike; they will not discriminate. Your people know 
the condition your lake was in before netting was stopped, and 
before it was restored. They also know tbe condition It is In 
now. Let them draw their own conclusions. If netting could 
be carried on as a few of your honest and well-meaning citizens 
could wish. It would undoubtedly do no Irreparable Injury, 6ul 
Utat cannot be done, as I have learned by both observation and 
experience.” 

BtateFlsh Commissioner R. U. Sherman writes: 

“While the fish consumers of this state have tbe great Atlan¬ 
tic ocean and tbe Inland seas of the Northwest to draw on for a 
market supply, It will not be wise to permit our Inland waters, 
which by angling methods are capable of furnishing a supply for 
tbe wants of the country Immediately snrronndlog them, to be 
depleted by such destructive appliances as gill and trap neta and 
pounds. The salmon trout of Lake Ontario, of large size, may 
be brought to Cooperstown and other villages in the neighbor¬ 
hood, at a rate safflclantly reasonable to permit families of even 
moderate circumstances to enjoy them. The effect of glil nets 
In our Interior lakes la to create a scarcity where there would bo 
otherwise plenty. To permit free glll-netttng for only two 
months In the year In your lake, would be the killing of the 
goose for the one golden egg. It has taken many years to 
restock your lake, and the rich and the poor alike can enjoy the 
benefit of the plenty now existing. A few shiftless persons 
might for a short term In the year, for three or four years, get a 
mc^erate pecuniary benefit by taking fish In gill nets; but tbe 
great body of the community would be harmed by despoiling 
your beautiful lake of what now furnishes wholesome enjoyment 
and healthful out-of-door exercise to all who choose to avail 
themselves of these blessings. 

“ It Is Idle for the fish commissioners to undertake to stock 
small Interior waters with fish, which are to be taken out at whole¬ 
sale by pot fishermen; and If such a practice Is to be allowed In 
OUege lake, the people of that region may rest assured that not 
another fish will be permitted to go from the state hatchery to 
those waters.”

German Carp In Tennesgee.

Editor Cbicaoo Fibld :-On Wednesday tbe 24th ult, a second 
consignment of German carp was received here by Col. Geo. F. 
Akers, State Fish Commissioner, from the National Hatchery in 
Washfn^n, D. C. The fish, a splendid lot of six hundred, were 
In charge of Mr. J. T. Ellis, one of the agents oi the Bureau of 
Fisheries; they arrived In splendid condition, not one dying on 
the journey. Mr. Ellis had four hundred additional ones for dis¬ 
tribution In the western portion of the state. 

Col. Akers had given notice through the local papers, of the 
arrival of the fish, and then began a regular rush for them. 
Every one who has a pond was anxious to get a few pairs, and 
many others have built ponds expressly for breeding these valua¬ 
ble fish. Our people should be thankful to Col. Akers for the 
Interest ho takes in this matter, more particularly as our legisla¬ 
ture has never passed protection laws, or made any appropria- 
tion for defraying the expenses Incurred in Introducing new varie¬ 
ties of fish into tbe state. The Colonel, however. Is an enthusiast 
about fish, and paid the expense out of hie own pocket. It Is to be 
hoped our next legislature will give this subject their esrnest 
conslderytlon, and pass such laws as are required for future pro¬ 
tection. 

The carp Is a standard article of food In Germany, and often 
takes tbe place of the turkey at certain feasts; yesterday being 
“Thanksgiving Day" and a general holiday, two ladles of Teu¬ 
tonic origin hearing that a lot of “German carp" had been re¬ 
ceived In town, called upon Col. Akers, and requested him to 
allow them to see tbe dear little Osh:

The Colonel who is a 
most retiring, modest gentleman, was much affected by the emo¬ 
tions of tbe lady, and suggested her retiring. When leaving the 
room and drying her reddened eyes she said; “Colonel, dis Is 
Tanksglvln’ dimes, if you just could get me two ‘carps’ about 
tree pounds pig, I make you a tlsb you never forgot In all your 
life. I sthuff him mlt chatennUe, pread, und swavele, pours eome 
Rhine wine on und pako him prown; den you can say many 
brayers for de good fishes." With a ta-ta she left us.

The Sandwich Hatchery. 

Sandwich, Ust. 

Edituk Chicago Field -.—At one of .Mr. Chaa. Gauthier’s 
river fisheries two thousand whiteflsh were taken on Monday, 
Nov. 8. At tbe same place only three thousand were taken in 
the whole season of 1879. They are making dally hauls of from 
twenty-five to one hundred and fifty whiteflsh, averaging one and 
a quarter to one and a half pounds each. The Record stated 
the other day: “ Every day we hear at fresh evidences of the 

great good effected by the establishment of the fish hatchery at 
Sandwich. The main bulk of the wbitefisb taken this season are 
of an average weight of a pound and a half each. Tbereare hardly 
any old ones taken, showing, beyond a doubt, that the hatchery 
has provided tbe catch, and that but for Its having been put Into 
operation, whiteflshing on tbe Detroit river and connecting lakes 
and rivers, would by this time, practically have become a thing 
of tbe past. So long as the catch was made up largely of old 
fish. It was difficult to convince skeptics that tbe fry turned into 
the river each Spring survived the dangers of young fish life and 
returned to the place where they first took water; but none now 
can find a reason for disbelief. Not only la the existence of tbe 
fish unquestionably due to the hatchery, but tbeir numbers are 
Immense—just what we and others favorable to the enterprise at 
tbe outset predicted they would In a few years become. Even in 
parts of Lake St. Clair where a whiteflsh had not been taken for 
a long period, they are now quite abundant. All that Is neces¬ 
sary to bring back the old-time big fish harvests here sod conse¬ 
quent cheapness of price to consumers all over the continent. Is 
to work up the fish hatcheries to their highest capacity. The 
matter of supply Is entirely in the hands of the authorities.’’

The Swimmiko Bladder op Fishes. —In a recent note to tbe 
Paris Academy, Prof. Marangoni, gives the results he has arrived 
at In a study of tbe swimming-bladder. He states, first, that It 
Is tbe organ which regulates the migration of fishes, those fishes 
that are without it not migrating from bottoms of little depth, 
where they find tepid water; while fishes which have a bladder 
are such as live in deep, cold water, and migrate to deposit tbeir 
ova in warmer water near the surface. Next, fishes do not rise 
like the Cartesian diver (In the well-known experiment), and they 
have to counteract tbe Influence of their swimming-bladder with 
tbeir fins. If some small dead and living fishes be put In a ves¬ 
sel three-quarters full of water aud the air be compressed or 
rarefied, one finds In the former case that the dead fish descend, 
while the living ones rise, head In advance, to the surface. Rare¬ 
fying has tbe opposite effect. Fishes have reason to fear the pas¬ 
sive influence due to hydrostatic pressure; when fished from a 
great depth, their bladder Is often found to be ruptured. Thirdly, 
the swimming-bladder produces In fishes twofold instability, one 
of level, the other of position. A fish, having once adapted Its 
bladder to live at-a certain depth, may, through the slightest 
variation of pressure, be either forced downward or upward, and 
thus they are in unstable equilibrium as to level. As to posi¬ 
tion, the bladder being In the ventral region, the center of grav¬ 
ity is above the center of pressure, so that fishes are always 
threatened with inversion; and Indeed they take tbe Inverted po¬ 
sition when dead or dying. This double instability forces fishes 
to a continual gymnastic movement, and doubtless helps to ren¬ 
der them strong and agile. The most agile of terrestrial animals 
are also those which have least stability .—American Ifaturalitt.
